7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  town 
highways  and  bridges,  including  the  amount  of  one- 
quarter  of  one  per  cent. 


8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  bushes 
and  railing  embankments. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  aid  for  con- 
struction of  Class  2  road,  known  as  the  Fourth  New 
Hampshire  Turnpike,  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set 
aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $561.00  and  receive  from 
the  State  the  sum  of  $2,244.00.
